Beria purge) e The Soviets blamed Abakumov for concealing Wallenberg’s 
fate end expressed their regrets. Prime Minister JSrlander presided 
over a press conference at 4 p e nio on February 7 at which Foreign 
Minister UndAn and former Foreign Office Secretary General Arne Lund~ 
berg were present to give tie details of the Soviet reply on Wallenberg 
to the Swedish press. The news was first released to the Swedish 
public by radio at 7 p,m, on February 7o An official Swedish Govern^

In pursuance of the Swedish Government’s request, the Soviet - 
Government instructed the pertinent Soviet' authorities to peruse 
the material concerning Raoul Wallenberg which had been received 
from Swedish quarters at the . Swedish-Soviet negotiations in Moscow 
in March April 1956 and also in May 1956. In the course of 
perusal and testing of the said material, the Soviet authorities 
have made a careful search of the archives which refer to the 
accounting for prisoners and to investigation questions ( “Sleds tvenye 
Dela"), for the purpose of finding possible information on Wallenberg 
Similarly, many persons have been questioned who could have had 
anything to do with the circumstances mentioned in the material 
received from Sweden. 



As a result of these measures, however, it has not been posf* 
sibie to find any information whatsoever concerning Wallenberg’s 
sojourn in the Soviet Union. It hAS transpired that none of those 
heard knew any person by the name of Wallenberg. In this connection, 
the competent Soviet authorities have undertaken a search page by 
page of the archive documents from all wards in certain prisons. 

As a result of such search of archive documents from the health 
service in the LJublanka Prison, a document has been found which 
there is good reason to consider as referring to Raoul Wallenberg. 



This document has the form of a handwritten report, addressed 
to the former Minister of the State Security in the Soviet Union, 
Abakumov, and written by the head of the health service at the 
said prison, A.«.L» Smoltsov, reading as follows: • 



"I report that the prisoner Wallenberg, who is well known to 
you, died suddenly in his cell this night, probably as the result 
of a heart attack. Pursuant to instructions given by you that I 
personally have Wallenberg under my care, I request approval to 
make an autopsy with a view to establishing the cause of death. 

"July 17, 1947. 

"Smoltsov, 

"Chief of the Prison’s Sanitary. 

Ward , 

"Colonel in the Medical Service." 

On this report, the following notation is found, in SmolSsov’s 
handwriting: "I have personally notified the Minister and it has ( . 

been ordered that the body be cremated without autopsy.. July 17. 
Smoltsov." 
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It has not bean possible to find any other information 
whatsoever having the character of document or testimony, all the 1 
more since the aforementioned 1, Smoltsov died on. May 7, 1953.

shift responsibility for these actions onto any now deceased Soviet 
Security Agepcy officials* Furthermore® the note made a specific 
point of the fact that "Swedish public opinion is justly shocked by 
what has occurred in this matter". Expressing doubt that all traces 
of Wallenberg in Soviet imprisonment had been obliterated® as the 
Soviets claimed* the Swedish Government* s note requested that any 
further details obtained be communicated to it® and it reserved the 
right to send additional material concerning Wallenberg to the Soviet 
Government* 

The entire Swedish press® including the Communist Nv Dago on 
February 2lst headlined the story of the Swedish note* Taitnough 
delivered in Moscow on February 19th by Ambassador Sohlman* publicity 
did not result until the evening of February 20)* The overwhelming 
majority of the press commended the Government for the sharp tone 
of its note and ran editorials again deploring the Soviet treatment

A concommittant of this press reaction, otherwise so decidedly 
in the Government*? favor, has been a revived campaign by the 
Opposition press agsinst Foreign Minister UndAn for his alleged 
passiveness and lack of interest at an earlier stage of the search 
for Wallenbergs Testimonies by members of the Wallenberg Committee, 
released in V &cko i ou rn a 1 e n and similar weeklies told how UndAn in 
1947 reportedly "Took Tfie’ Soviet assurances of that time as evidence 
that Wallenberg was not to be found on Russian territory. Several 
Opposition papers contained attacks on Foreign Minister UndAn for 
his cynical attitude at that time. However, these attacks are all 
based on an alleged attitude that took place 3 orae ten years ago and 
mis t contend with the fact that Foreign Minister UndAn is now re- 
sponsible for this sharp note to the Soviet Union, On balance, 
therefore, it does not appear that these Opposition attacks have 
materially damaged Under/ s unique political position in Sweden. 

Foreign Office officials at the Bureau Chief level have made 
the point, and it is evident in terms of press reaction, that the 
Soviet reply finally telling of Wallenberg's death has led to a 
decided worsening of Swedish^ Soviet relations. The present sharp 
note deprecating the accuracy of the Soviet Memorandum of February 6 
is still another indication that Swedish- Soviet relations are at a 
low ebb,.

given the Swedish Government for many years since August 18 th, 1947 , 
is laid on the Soviet Security Agencies, The Soviet Government has 
expressed their sincere regret at what has happened* They have 
further stated; that the person among the top officials of the 
Security Service who was primarily responsible for the aggression 
against Wallenberg; was sentenced to death and executed on account 
of severe crimes 



"Swedish public opinion is justly shocked by what has occurred 
in this matter.. If the Soviet Security Service was able to Act in 
such an autocratic way as to make a diplomat of a neutral country 
a prisoner and keep him in prison for 21/2 years without reporting 
the case to the Soviet Government or to the Foreign Ministry; this 
fact is not in itself a circumstance; for which the Soviet Govern® 
rnent can disclaim responsibility. By expressing their regret; the 
Soviet Government has also admitted their responsibility. To this 
is added the fact that; while Wallenberg was confined in a Moscow 
prison; the Soviet Government cannot; considering the numerous 
Swedish appeals v have been unable to obtain reliable information in 
the matter, if they had really undertaken the thorough investiga® 
tions they have repeatedly assured the Swedish Government that they 
had made; 



"In this connection it should be recalled; that as late as 
the day before the one reported as the date of Wallenberg's death. 
Ambassador Sohlman reminded of Wallenberg in the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry, Before that occasion Moscow had been reminded of this 
matter some twenty times after January loth, 1945; when the Deputy 
Foreign Minister Dekonosov informed the Swedish Legation in Moscow; 
that Wallenberg had been found andfaken in Soviet Russian custody. 

The Swedish Government- fine it : -lif t t cult to believe that all 
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further documentation concerning Wallenberg’s stay in Soviet 
prisons, with exception of the report mentioned in the Soviet 
Government Memorandum, should have been completely obliterated.

The most recent of the earlier Swedish notes on this subject was dated February 17 , 
1957, and delivered to the Soviet Foreign Ministry w February 19, 1957. The text 
of this note, as well as an extensive review of the circumstances surrounding the 
mysterious disappearance of Kr, Wallenberg In Budapest In 19-h h , after the Red Army 
entered the city, were reported in Embassy despatches No, 96L, February 25, 1957, 
and No, 989, March 5, 1957.

Militarily, it will dispose of its 
own nuclear deterrent— that of France, 
j Economically, i - will become more and more 
! ’self-sufficient — with France gaining an out- 
let for her agricultural surpluses. Diplomatic- 
ally. it will sit back sceptically watching 
negotiations between Russia and America. 

That, at any rate, is how President dc 
Gaulle sees it. It does not follow that the 
other members of the Community agree with 
him: his plans arouse much hostility, if only 
because they seem to be a means of asserting 
French hegemony in Europe, But it would 
be dangerous to count on the willingness of 
the Five to risk smashing the Community in 
order to block President dc Gaulle's plans— * 
the ultimate threat which he holds out. .’As in 
the ease of Britain’s application, the Five may 
be forced to give way. 

• « • 

B UT if French policy to any extent prevails, 
certain clear and dangerous consequences 
follow. On grounds of expense alone. France 
may be tempted to involve West Germany 
in her H-bomb programme : this would bring 
about precisely the proliferation of nuclear 
weapons which Britain and the United States 
want to prevent. It is far from certain that 
pv*n the ofT or of American nuclear know- 
how or equipment, now being discussed in 
Washington, would stop President de Gaulle. 



America is insisting that, tn return. 1 ranee 
would h:»v$ to accept some measure of inte- 
gration with American policy- as Ifritnhi has 
done: and President de Gaulle hav so far 
shown no sign whatever of accepting such 
conditions. 

Economically the Gaul list concept of the 
Common Marker runs counter not only to the 
ideas of its founders but also to the needs of 
the Western world. If Europe is to move 
towards self-sufficiency, at least as far as 
agriculture is concerned, present plans for in- 
creasing trade may be threatened; already 
Articricn is feeling nervously defensive about 
the dollar, as President Kennedy's attempts to 
restrict invettnicn'. abroad have shown. Hopes 
for ly'filf cuts --the ~ Kennedy round” — 
could well fade away if Europe starts niggling 
too much about letting in American agricul- 
tural products. 

If this ware to happen Britain, who 
had hoped to extend her markets by joining 
the Community, would instead lind them 
Shrinking. Equally important, the under* 
developed countries would be $erkyj*»1y 
affected >f Western tr.idn': policy wore to 
become restrict ioniM instead of expansionary. 

Diplomatically, too. the O. ii. 1 approach 
contradicts that of Britain and the U.S. 
It may not matter aii that much if 
France remains aloof front any negotiations 
with Russia. But it would matter «f. ?r. this 
respect. France w ere able to speak for 
Western Europe — and. in particular, for 
Germany — which is what President do 
Gaulle would hope to do. The clTeci of 
this would be to relegate negotiations to 
lluif far-distant day when, so de Gaulle 
believes. Russia will "rejoin Europe.*’ 

In at* tins it is Germany's role which is 
central to President do Gauilc's calculations. 
If the policies of France arc more. appealing 
lo Germany than tnosc of the U.$. 
and Britain he may get his way. Otherwise, 
he will he isolated and powerless. 

• • • • 

TF, in the last resort. Germany were forced 
^ to choose between protection by the 
French or by the American nuclear deterrent, 
the issue could not be in doubt. But this is a 
difficult card for the U.S. to play: 
by threatening to withdraw from Europe she 
would reinforce the Gauliisl argument that 
she cannot be relied upon to stay indefinitely. 

In an attempt to reassure Germany and 
to prevent the growth of a Bonn-Paris 
nuclear alliance, America has put forward 
the proposal for a multilateral nuclear force. 
This would, it is argued, give Germany 
equal status with other members of the 
alliance and create an atmosphere of con- 
fidence. But it may well be that the same 
results can be achieved at less risk to the 
hopes of negotiating further agreements with 
Russia. And it is here that Britain could 
have an important role to play.. 

Ever, if Mr. Macmillan's argument that 
only Britain's nuclear deterrent guaranteed 
her «> piaee at the Moscow talks could be 
accepted at face value, it does not follow 
that k will bc'a useful piece of diplomatic 
cnmnfprn? »r, future ne.'»M : af ions Ac n 
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Erlander htuided them over during hie state visit in Moscov in 1956, the 
Soviet Government waited almost a year before stating in a memorandum 
that they had found no evidence of Wallenberg’s detention in any prison* 
Only by chance a handwritten slip of a Binqe deceased prison doctor, in 
which the latter ask s Security Chief Abakumov, since liquidated as an 
eRsmy ef the state, what he should do with the body of h dead prisoner. 
Abakumov wrote on this slip: ’"Hold no inquest. Cremate! This prisoner, 

concluded the memorandum’s author, must have been Wallenberg. 

Orally the Soviet spokesman stated: "We doubted the correctness 

of this conclusion, since there is no evidence that the diplomat was 
ever in Russian captivity. 

The Foreign Minister of Sweden referred to the eyewitnesses, accord- 
ing to whom Wallenberg was in Soviet prisons at much later dates than 
n date of death” named in the memorandum of 1957> even in the sixties. 

"The work for the rescue of Wallenberg goes on,” said Sweden’s now foreign 
minister.

second-class nuclear Power. Britain will 
always be clinging to America's cont-tarl. 
As the first Power to have renounced nuclear 
weapons, this country would be in a position 
to take an independent initiative. 

In particular. Britain could insist that what ' 
really matters is for members of the Western 
Alliance to have a voice in the shaping of 
American policy. So long as it appears that 
only the possession of nuclear weapons 
guarantees such an influence, the Gaullist 
argument may sound convincing in German 
cars. Once it becomes apparent that it 
is possible to have influence without 



necessarily owning nuclear weapons, it will 
sound far less persuasive. 

Britain could thus challenge the whole 
Gaullist approach at its weakest point: the 
anachronistic assumption that, whether in 
military, diplomatic or economic matters, 
there is a European interest which can be 
pursued independently from the interests of 
the Atlantic Alliance as a whole. Britain 
should be urging a realistic Atlantic strategy 
wht h would rccognise America's supremacy 
Nvithio the alliance while seeking ways of 
giving us other members a voice in decision- 
making. .
